HERMON — Police are asking the public for help in connection with last week’s fatal shooting of a 
52-year-old man who was living in a make-shift tent near the 110 Freeway. 


Ruben Castaneda was shot multiple times when he emerged from the tent at about 5 p.m. on Tuesday, 
April 22, according to police. Castenada was pronounced dead at the murder scene next to the 
northbound lanes of the 110 Arroyo Seco Parkway near the Gold Line rail bridge. The motive of the 
shooting is unknown and it’s not clear if more than one suspect was involved.

If you forget your documentation, you can still vote. You will fill out a Provisional Ballot, and have 3 days 
to email the information in to the City Clerk.

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Two of the City's First Bike Repair Stations Debut in CD14 


Councilmember Huizar is proud to announce that on Monday, April 28, 2014 the Los Angeles 
Department of Transportation (LADOT) will complete its first installation of bicycle repair stations across 
the city. A total of four will be installed, two of which will be located within CD 14! One will be placed in 
front of The Hermosillo (5125 York Blvd) and the other in front of Organix (1731 Colorado Blvd). 

LADOT will install two others, one at Sunset Triangle Plaza and one in Leimert Park. A total of seven 
bike repair stations will be rolled out over the coming months. 

Last year, the Los Angeles City Council approved a plan to create the Bicycle Repair Station Business 
Improvement Program, which is charge of expending a $17,000 grant from the Bikes Belong Foundation 
to help make bicycling in LA a more viable option for residents. 

The station includes a hand-operated air pump and tools like a wrench and a screwdriver, which are 
tethered with woven steel cables to a metal stanchion bolted to the sidewalk. Cyclists can hang their 
bikes on the stanchion and use the tools to make repairs. The repair stations help cyclists make repairs 
at any hour at no cost. By placing these stations near bicycle-friendly businesses and corrals, we believe 
these stations will help create a safer, more bike-friendly community.

Councilmember Huizar's Clean Communities Initiative 


Councilmember Huizar has allocated discretionary funds to combine with existing city funds to launch a 
$1.5 million long-term Clean Communities Initiative districtwide. The Council District 14 initiative layers 
existing city services with additional contracted services from local non-profits like Clean and Green and 
the Fuego Tech Rangers to provide community maintenance services and address quality of life issues 
in CD14. 

The goal of the Clean Communities Initiative is to create a consistent and ongoing collaborative 
approach to make our neighborhoods safe and inviting. This includes: 

• Graffiti removal 

• Commercial corridor maintenance 

• Monthly bulky item drop-off dumpsters 

• Weekly roving trucks for enhanced bulky item pickup 

• Additional trashcans on sidewalks 

• Monthly community cleanups 

• New tree planting and maintenance 

• Surveillance cameras for illegal dumping 

• Tree trimming 

• Targeted Sidewalk Repair Program 

Councilmember Huizar kicked off the CD14 Clean Communities Initiative on Tuesday with the first 
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location of the sidewalk repair program - the Highland Park Senior Center. This comes just two weeks 
after the City Council approved $250,000 of CD14 discretionary funds for sidewalk repair. As part of the 
Clean Communities Initiative, Councilmember Huizar also designated another $250,000 for the 
additional non-sidewalk related services highlighted above. 

“CD14 communities are safer than they have been in decades and we have successfully implemented 
‘complete streets’ projects throughout the district, piloting the city’s first parklets and bike corrals, 
building new parks, adding bike lanes and flashing-light crosswalks and revitalizing Broadway and 
Downtown Los Angeles,” said Councilmember Jose Huizar. “That work continues, but I also want to 
re-focus time and energy on improving quality-of-life services cut back due to City budget cuts— the 
Clean Communities Initiative will allow us to do that.” 

While the City of Los Angeles considers potential bond measures and a half-cent sales tax to fix 
sidewalks, the sidewalk repair plan will allow Council District 14 to address some of the worst sidewalks 
in the district immediately and increase quality of life services for constituents. 

Councilmember Huizar was joined on morning by City Departments working on the sidewalk repair 
program, seniors from the Highland Park Senior Center, local environmentalists and graffiti removal and 
street cleaning services providers to announce details of the sidewalk repair program and his Clean 
Communities Initiative.

This week was full of Culture. We took part in a session titled ‘Meet the Decision makers’, paid Homeboy 
Industries a visit for the proposed Fox pilot show ‘Gang Related’, and co-hosted a movie screening of 
Richard Montoya’s ‘Water & Power’. Later in the week I welcomed the King of Salsa to Los Angeles, 
Oscar D’Leon. I ended the week proclaiming ‘Ruben Salazar Day’ in honor of his legacy to promote

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 
Earth Day 

Tuesday was Earth Day. Over one billion people in 192 countries—from Zimbabwe to Indonesia—take 
action to protect the planet. They organize demonstrations, contact their elected officials, plant trees, 
clean up their communities, demand renewable energy targets, and much more. This year’s theme is 
Green Cities. 

In the creation of the P.E.A.C.E. agenda, Councilmember Cedillo highlighted the importance of the 
environment in all that we do in CD1. It is the primary reason we launched the ‘Keep It Clean’ campaign. 
It’s just as important to conserve as it is to clean. 

SB1005 Press Conference and Council Vote 

On Thursday Councilmember Cedillo joined a coalition of health care advocacy groups to push Cedillo’s 
Council resolution in support of Senator Ricardo Lara’s bill SB1005 (Health For All). This bill will 
authorize enrollment in the Medi-Cal program, or in insurance offered through a separate new health 
benefit exchange, to individuals who would otherwise qualify for enrollment in those programs but are 
denied based on their immigration status. 

The resolution was approved by the LA City Council by a vote of 12-0.

Renter’s Day 


On Wednesday renters and advocates for renters rights filled the council chambers in support of a 
resolution authored by Councilmember Cedillo to proclaim ‘Renter’s Day.' The City of Los Angeles is the 
second most populous city in the U.S, with the third largest urban economy in the world. More than 60% 
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of the residents of the City of Los Angeles are renters and help drive Los Angeles’ economy. Renters' 
contributions to the City's economy and civic life should be recognized. 

The City Council of the City of Los Angeles declared April 23, 2014 as Renters’ Day to honor the renter 
majority of Los Angeles and their contributions to LA’s economy, culture, diversity, and civic life. 


Denim Day 2014 

On Wednesday we wore jeans in support of Denim Day. For the past 15 years, Peace Over Violence 
has run the Denim Day in L.A. and USA campaign on a Wednesday in April in honor of Sexual Violence 
Awareness Month. The campaign was originally triggered by a ruling by the Italian Supreme Court 
where a rape conviction was overturned because the justices felt that since the victim was wearing tight 
jeans she must have helped her rapist remove her jeans, thereby implying consent. The following day, 
the women in the Italian Parliament came to work wearing jeans in solidarity with the victim. 

Peace Over Violence developed the Denim Day campaign in response to this case and the activism 
surrounding it. Since then, wearing jeans on Denim Day has become a symbol of protest against 
erroneous and destructive attitudes about sexual assault. In this rape prevention education campaign 
we ask community members, elected officials, businesses and students to make a social statement with 
their fashion by wearing jeans on this day as a visible means of protest against the misconceptions that 
surround sexual assault. This year’s Denim Day was held on April 23, 2014 and focused on educating 
the community at large on the legal definition of consent. 


Ruben Salazar Day 

Today, Councilmember Cedillo introduced a motion to proclaim April 28th as Ruben Salazar Day. Ruben 
Salazar began his pioneering journalism career at the El Paso Herald-Post, focusing on issues affecting 
the Latino community. He covered the Mexican-American community as a reporter for the Los Angeles 
Times and maintained a column at the Times, giving him the opportunity to address the paper’s largely 
white readership, bridging the gap between the old ideology of assimilation and the new Chicanismo. 

Ruben Salazar’s focus on the Mexican-American community paved the way for other Mexican-American 
journalists. He continued to report and advocate for the Mexican-American community as the news 
director for the Spanish language television station KMEX in Los Angeles. He was tragically killed on 
August 29, 1970 by a Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Deputy during the Chicano Moratorium March. 

His story of courage and activism is documented in the PBS documentary Ruben Salazar: Man in the 
Middle and countless scholarships and awards are given in his name today. Phillip Rodriguez, director of 
the documentary was on hand to receive a resolution.

The 
race was on to find the eggs filled with candy and if you were lucky a golden egg which had a special 
prize! Families were also treated to folklorico dancers from students taking classes at Sycamore Grove. 
Everyone enjoyed the talented student performances.

On Thursday, Councilmember Cedillo and the Bureau of Sanitation held a press conference at the home 
of a Mt. Washington resident to demonstrate a new pilot project in CD1 that picks up bulky items from 
your front door. The new program offers in-home collection of unwanted furnishings, rather than 
curbside placement. 

CD1 residents can call LA Sanitation at (1-800-773-2489) 24 hours prior to the desired collection day. 
The service is available Monday through Friday, and customers will be given a four-hour collection 
window for pickup. See program guidelines for details: 

Full-Service Bulky Item Collection Guidelines 

• A maximum of five items will be collected in a single collection 

• All items must be free-standing and not affixed to walls or any other surfaces 

• Appliances must be unplugged from gas lines or electricity 

• Items should fit easily through exit door 

• You must be 18 years or older to request service 

• Homeowner/authorized agent must be present during service call and should be 18 or older 

• Customers will be required to sign a waiver for the service 

• Please follow current Bulky Item Collection guidelines for carpet, loose wood, etc. 

• Construction and hazardous materials will NOT be collected

LINCOLN HEIGHTS — Talk of suicide, a family feud and a courtroom battle over a father's will. That’s 
enough intrigue and noir to fill a Raymond Chandler novel. And with a setting that looks like this, how 
could you expect anything less. It is the Di Blasi Office Building in Lincoln Heights, built in 1923 
according to You Are Here. (County Assessor records, meanwhile, show a 1931 and 1921 building 
permits). The two-story brick building at 2714 N. Broadway retains much of its vintage character, 
including the letters “D” and “B” that have been combined to form a symbol that appears in decorative 
panels across the facade of the building. In the 1920s, this is where Angelo Di Blasi ran a successful 
produce business - Angelo Di Blasi & Sons - that became the subject of a family and courtroom battle. 


Angelo Di Blasi ran his business with sons Carmelo and Antonio. The sons’ association with the 
business came under much scrutiny, however, after Angelo’s death in June 1929. 


Antonio, the elder son, sued his brother and mother, Concetta de Luca Di Blasi, to dissolve a partnership 
and account for the estate left by his father, according to a 1930 L.A. Times story. “The plaintiff asserts 
that after his father’s death, his mother and brother drove him from home,” said the story. Antonio, who 
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claimed half interest in the business, maintained that his father referred to him as “the boss.” 


There was also mention in the trial coverage of the elder Di Blasi' suicide, which was rumored to have 
been precipitated by “his favorite son” Carmelo’s incessant canoodling with a certain girl whom the 
family apparently didn’t approve. Carmelo, though, denied that his affairs were to blame for his father’s 
death. 


The truth behind Angelo’s death remains unclear but his elder son, Antonio, emerged victorious in court, 
which broke his father’s will and named him a partner in the business. 


Today, the building that bears the Di Blasi Office Building is home to the Lincoln Heights Chamber of 
Commerce, a women’s fashion boutique, and other merchants. While the Di Blasi business may have 
dissolved into an ugly family drama, it left behind an attractive two-story landmark in the heart of Lincoln 
Heights” Broadway business district.
